FEATURE  ARTICLE 
A FUN  Show  Report  by  Bill  Brandimore 

I flew  out  of  Detroit  on  Spirit  Airlines,  having  decided  to  go  down  to 
FUN  over  the  Holidays.  I waited  too  long,  however,  and  settled  for  the 
travel  agent’s  last  choice.  It  was  fine  going  down,  but  we  suffered  long 
delays  in  the  return  from  Orlando.  These  delays  seemed  to  be  entirely 
due  to  Spirit  Airlines’  shortcomings. 

Arriving  at  Orlando  I purchased  a round  trip  shuttle,  on  the  advice  of 
Ralph  Winters,  a HOBO  nickel  collector  I had  met  in  the  airport  at 
Detroit.  If  you  wear  your  1901  $10  legal  tender  Buffalo  Tie,  you’re  sure 
to  be  noticed.  We  enjoyed  a lengthy  conversation  and  got  together 
briefly  at  FUN  when  I visited  the  Original  Hobo  Nickel  Collector’s  table. 
They  had  a great  display  of  ANA  Hobo  Nickels  and  lots  of  information. 

I signed  up  for  a year’s  membership  and  look  forward  to  receiving  their 
magazine. 

At  The  Show  I received  a Krause  badge  and  made  my  way  to  the  Krause 
table.  There  I touted  the  Bank  Note  Reporter,  answered  paper  money 
questions  and  generally  enjoyed  being  a “professional  numismatic 
journalist.”  I also  got  around  to  visit  some  of  my  favorite  dealers.  Tom 
Denly  was  there  in  force,  but  he  was  so  busy  I didn’t  get  a chance  to 
visit  with  him  until  later  in  the  Show.  When  we  did  hook  up  I traded 
him  some  duplicate  material  I had  for  some  Continental  Currency  in  his 
inventory.  I have  pretty  much  fleshed  out  my  13  colony  set  and  am  now 
working  on  a denomination  set  of  Continentals.  There  are  over  20 
denominations,  including  some  fractional  values  and  a number  of  high 
denominations.  All  the  denominations,  however,  bear  the  same  vignettes 
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in  all  of  the  various  issues... so  you  can  mix  in  a large  number  of 
different  issue  dates  with  your  selections. 

I also  had  a nice  visit  with  Joe  Bissell,  a California  Dealer  who  has 
some  amazing  inventory... high  grade  slabbed  material  and  a lot  of 
information  on  prices.  Joe  was  helpful  in  sharing  information  on  large 
size  type  note  pricing  for  my  role  as  Bank  Note  Reporter  price  guy. 
Mickey  Shipley  of  Devil’s  Lake,  North  Dakota,  proprietor  of,  what  else, 
“Mickey’s”,  and  I had  a nice  discussion  on  the  market,  in  general.  She 
is  strong  on  Large  Size  type  in  grades  XF  to  AU.  She  can’t  seem  to  get 
enough  of  it.  She  also  has  noticed  dealers  stocking  up  on  National  Bank 
Notes,  as  the  market  on  them  catches  its  breath.  Later,  Tom  Denly 
would  echo  the  XF  to  AU  grades,  as  that  portion  of  the  market  is 
STRONG.  If  it  has  eye  appeal  it  will  jump  off  the  shelves! 

Prices  have  sort  of  gone  nuts,  with  Gem  65  Educational  $5’s  at  $20,000 
and  Buffalos  in  that  grade  at  $12,500.  A 1905  Technicolor  $20,  F#1 180, 
the  more  common  of  2 Friedberg  numbers  for  that  variety  sold  in  Gem 
66  for  almost  $80,000.  It  was  a Philpot  note  that  he  described  in  an 
accompanying  letter  as  “perfect.”  My  question  is:  are  we  seeing  investor 
influence  above  and  beyond  the  collectors?  I think  that  is  a factor  in 
these  super  grade  notes.  I only  hope  that  if  I buy  one  I am  the  second  to 
last  person  to  own  it  before  that  boom  fizzles. 

I think  that  as  collectors,  we  can  safely  buy  XF  to  63  grade  material.  If 
you  pay  multiple-multiple  prices,  however,  for  66,  67  or  68’s... don’t  be 
surprised  if  that  bubble  breaks.  A lot  will  depend  on  the  real  supply  of 
notes  and  the  number  of  people  chasing  them.  We  will  learn  more  as 
high  prices  bring  material  out  of  the  closet. 

I also  had  a chance  to  look  at  a great  set  of  Postal  Envelopes.  These  are 
envelopes  that  were  printed  up  to  hold  various  amounts  of  stamps  to  use 
as  change.  These  are  a throw-away  item,  as  once  you  used  the  stamps 
you  really  had  no  reason  to  save  the  envelope.  These  came  out  of  the 
Western  Reserve  Historical  Society  Collection.  Smythe,  Inc.  is  selling 
them  at  auction  in  April.  There  were  51  notes  in  the  assemblage.  The 
Great  Milt  Friedberg  collection,  auctioned  in  1997  had  12  of  them.... and 
the  cataloguers  of  that  sale  said  they  had  only  seen  60  or  so  in  their 
collective  65  years  experience.  These  are  gorgeous  specimens  and  really 
appeal  to  Fractional  Currency  collectors. 

The  Heritage  auctions,  Currency  and  Coins  brought  about  70  million 
dollars,  with  about  10  million  of  that  coming  from  currency. 

I’ll  return  to  this  FUN  Show  again... not  withstanding  a 5 million  dollar 
robbery  that  went  down  in  the  parking  lot  of  a local  luxury  hotel.  When 
you  travel  with  your  collectibles,  be  very,  very  careful.  There  are 
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opportunists  out  there  and  the  dealers  have  got  to  be  really  careful  as 
they  travel  with  their  wares.
